The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendants in the case of J. and G. 
Boyd, Limited, and other Limerick. parties, 
against the Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany, from portion of the decision of the 
Railway Tribunal in the action. 

The railway company sought an order 
reversing or discharging so much of the 
order of the Railway Tribunal as declared 
that. in so far-as the respondents claimed 
relief in respect of the appellants’ through 
cross-Channel rates, their rates placed the 
port and-town of Limerick at an undue dis: 
advantage. as compared. with the cities and 
ports of Cork and Waterford, in that the 
rates prevailing in. 1900 had been increased 
by higher. percentages in the case of 
Limerick than in the case of “Cork and 
Waterford, and enjoyned the appellants and 
their servants and agents to desist from 
placing the port and town of Limerick at 
the undue disadvantage before mentioned.

Thomas 
Joseph Feeney, Market street, Sligo, 


claimed damages against the Irish Omnibus. 


Co., Ltd., Dublin, for personal injuries and 
the destruction -of his motor car, caused 
by the alleged négligence of the defendant 
company’s servant .m the driving of an 
ommbus on the 9th April of last year; Mrs. 
Abbitress Higgins, of O'Connell street, 
Sligo, claimed damages against the same 
defendants and . against Thomas Joseph 
Feeney for the death of heft husband, Dame! 
Irwin Higgins; and Francis Higgins, of 
Leekfield, Skreen, Co. Sligo, claimed 
damages against the Irish Omnibus Co., 
Ltd., and Thomas Joseph Feeney for 
personal injuries, | 

The actions are being tried together, the 
question of liability to be decided in the first. 

The plaintiff, Thomas Joseph Feeney, 
stated that he was driving his motor car 
along the main road from Ballina to Sligo, 
when an omnibus the property of the defen- 
dants, coming. along the by-road leading 
from Enniscrone to Ballina, was driven 
against his motor car at the junction of that 
road with the Ballina to Sligo road. It was 
further stated that Daniel Irwin Higgins and 
Francis Higgins were in the-car, and that, 
as a: result of the collision, Daniel Higgins 
was killed,.and Feeney and Francis Higgins 
were injured. 

The defendants denied negligence, and 
pleaded contributory négligence, and that 
the damage (if any) was caused solely by 
the negligence of Thomas Joseph Feeney. 

Mr. Price, K:C.;. Mr, Fitzgerald, 
and Mr. T. P. McCarthy (instructed by 
Messrs. Fenton and Lyons) appeared for 
Thomas Joseph Feeney; Mr. Carson, K.C., 
and Mr. T. .-A. Finlay (instructed 
by Messrs. “Fitegerald and’ McCormick) 
for Abbitress Higgins; and the same counsel 
{instructed by Mr. Michael J. Howley) for 
Francis Iliggins; and Mr,. Denning K.C.; 
Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. W. L. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. P. J. Mulligan) 
for the Irish Omnibus Company, Ltd. 

The case for the plaintiff having closed, 

Mr. Denning opéned the case for the Trish 
Omnibus Co., Ltd., and said that the driver 
of the omnibus, seeing the motor car coming 
on the wrong side, swerved to avoid a head- 
on collision with it. The moter car at the 
same time swerved to its right side, and a 
collision occurred. He. submitted that the

J. H 
McLaughlin and Son), appeared for the de- 
fendant, said that his friend represented cer- 
tain people who claimed to be beneficiaries.

Counsel submitted “ that. this was an 
annuity for the whole duration of the term 
of the leasehold interest; that it was an 
annuity to Mary Jane, but that it wuss a 
perpetual annuity, 

Mr, Gavan Duffy submitted that the gift 
of these houses to Peter was really lasory 
if they were to be charged with this annuity 
for ever. On the authorities, the annuity 
was given as an annuity for life, on the 
construction of the will.

A TOUR TO THE HOLY LAND. 


The courage of a traveller in those days 
leaves one startled, Probably the travel 
lust was infectious, Without newspapers 
and books, the stay-at-homes listened to 
the wonderful tales of those who liad 
travelled. We now how Desden ona hung 
on Othelio’s stories. When he came home 
and eventuelly married, his wife and 
children must have listened by the hour 
to Tafur. He must go to the Holy Land; 
he must see the holy places; and so off he 
went from Venice on Ascension Day and 
sailed by Corfu, Corinth, Crete and 
Rhodes. “lis ¢»seription of Rhodes and 
the Hospital, of the Knights of St. John, 
‘should enthrall every member of the St. 
John’s Ambulance who still wear the 
Cross. There is an account of death 
of one Grand Master and the election of 
another, which is a memorable viece of 
writing. The Knights seemed .ory useful 
as ~u. ds against the Turk. doctors to the 
sick, and as hotel-keepers, Tafur went by 
pilgrim ship to Jaffa, and was at last in 
the Holy Land. The arrangemer’~ for 
pi'grims seem to have been more practical 
and modern|/ than one mig) 5 expect. The 
lodging is Quite good; there is a fixed 
price for the hve of asses, and the 
pilgrims are conducted to more sites 
than are shown with credulity in th ze 
days. He speaks of ‘‘ seven different 
kinds of Christians’’ at the Holy 
Sepulchre. . He was an  wunwearying 
pilgrim, paying his fees and seeing 
everything, Even the Christian places 
were not eiough for him; he must risk 
his life and go to the Temple of Solomon, 
then tae Mosque of Omar. 


COLCHIS, CYPRUS, MOUNT SINAI. 


Unsurfeited by his sight-secing, Tafur 
is off again by Ja‘fa, Beyrout, Colchis, 
of Medea’s fame, and so to Cyprus. Not 
long afterwards he is at Damietta and 
then m Cairo. Nc v he has more and more 
wonders to describe—great beasts called 
* cocatriz’’ (they seem to be crocodiles), 
hippopotamuses (for which he has no 
name, but only description). Elephants 
are a wonder to him, and so is the 
giraffe, which he feeds with bread. ‘‘They 
sa, that these creatures live to a great 
ave, and that this one has been there 
more than two hundred years.’' 

Hie goes to see the Sultan and obtains 
permission to go to Mount Sinai. The 
Sultan gave him an escort and an 
interpreter, and so, with these conditions, 
he set out and crossed the desert to the 
great mountain, to St, Catherine’s 
Monastery, Th> insatiable traveller 
vearned to go further and to see India. 
He describes the arrival of a caravan from 
India on the shore of the Red Sea. ‘‘ Tn 
four or five days the caravan duly 
arrived, bringing so many camels with it 
that 1 cannot give an account of them, 
as I do not wish to appear to speak 
extravagantly. This caravan carries all 
the spices, pearls, precious stones and 
gold, perfumes and linen, and parrots, 
and cats from India, with many other 
things which they distribute throngh the 
world. One half goes to Babylonia, and 
from there to Alexandria, and the rest 
to Damascus, and thence to the pert of 
Beyrout.’’ What ageless grace and wonder

Here begins the most fascinating part 
of the book to me. The young Spaniard 
meets a traveller, a Venetian. Nicolo de 
Conti, who has just arrived with the 
caravan, and this man’s stories are full 
of tho wildest romance. He had been a 
merchant in Damaseus, anil thence had 
travelled "ast through Persia by the 
Malebar coast, had visited Hindustan 
and the islands of Ceylon, Sumatra and 
Java. and yet further to the south of 
(hina. He had, to save his life, become a 
Moslem, and, on his return to Rome, 
hesought the Pope to absolve him, His 
penance was to dictate his adventures to 
the Papal Secretary, who wrote them 
down in Latin. <A translation of this 
book ws issued by the Hakluyt Society in 
1857—*‘ In*ia in the Fifteenth Century.’’ 

Now de “‘onti speaks of Prester John, 
who is still almost a household word, He 
was a fabulous Christian monarch of 
Asia. In 1165 a letter was circulated 
through Europe purporting to be from 
It 
seems that the title ‘‘ Prester’’ or 
““ Presbyter ’’ was held by the ruler for 
the time being. 

De Conti sits down with Pero Tafur 
and relates his history—how he has lived 
at the Court of the great Timur Bey, and 
has gone to Mecea and renounced his faith 
to save his wife and children. He 
persuades Pero to go no further, “ You 
will see heaps of gold and pearls and 
precious stones, but what shall they 
profit you since the people are beasts who 
wear them?’ So Tafur is contant to 
h “r stories and go no further Kast,

*T Jearnt also that Prester John, 
desiring to know whence the Nile had its 
beginnings, prepared boats and sent men 
and provided much food and ordered them 
to br? .< back news of its source; and they 
set out and saw so many strange countries 
and peoples and unfamiliar animals that 
it was a great marvel; but, as they had 
eaten al! their victuals, they had to return 
without having found what they sought, 
and Prester John was much cast down.’’ 

‘* Prester John and his people are said 
to be as good Catholics ond Christians as 
coull be found anywhere....... This 
lord is said to be held in such reverence 
that, if the greatest of his subjects does 
anything worthy of death, he sends a 
servant with a letter ordering him te 
submit to exeention by that servant, and, 
in obedience to that letter, straightway 
he lowers his. head -and suffers death.” 
~ «sss “T learnt from Nicolo de Conti 
that Preater John kept him continually 
at his Court, inquiri. ; of him as to the 
Christian world, and concerning the 


princes and their estates. ..... He saw 


the preparations made by Prester John to 
come with his hosts to Jerusalem.”’ 

For conclusion—it is hard to leave these 
two travellers—there is a story told by 
the Ve.etian of the old Christian Church 
in India founded by St. Thomas the 
Apostle. He relates the miraculous 
earecting of an aloe tree by the Saint. 
He then eut up the tree and roofed the 
chapel where his body was to lie. ‘‘ The 
Indians have to-day such devotion for 
the Apostle that they take earth from the 
place where he is buried and make pellets,

Dr. Arbuthnot. 


Among the notables whose memory 
belongs to the end of this month is Dr. 
Arbuthnot. A man of ready wit and 
ainiable temper, he began life in Dor- 
chester. One day he was discovered on 
the road to London, carrying his luggage 
tied across his horse. ‘‘ Whither away?” 
he was asked. ‘‘ To leave this confounded 
place,’ replied the young physician, 
“where I can neither live nor die ’’—a 
memorable retort for newly-fledged 
doctors. Arbuthnot was lucky. He fell 
in with the intelligentsia of the day, and 
the company of Swift, Pope and Gay drew 
attention to their friend. .He was 
appointed Court Physician to Queen Anne, 
and became a prominent member of the 
Royal Society and College of Physicians. 
With Pope and Gay, he wrote a comedy 
entitled “ Three Hours after Marriage,” 
Which excited the ridicule of the critics. 
who prescribed three fool’s caps instead of 
bays for the authors. Swift was thought 
to have had a hand in the attack, and 
Arbuthnot, in ‘‘ Gulliver Decyphered,”’ 
gave as good as he got in self defence. 
Several of Pope’s Epistles are addressed 
to this gentleman, and himself was 
responsible for one work of preter- 
natural solemnity—‘‘ A Discussion of the 
Deluge.’’

I was lucky enough the other day to 
be allowed’ to run my eye over a copy of 
Mr. Richard Twiss’s account of his tour 
of Ireland in the last decade of the 
eighteenth: century. He was somewhat 
put about by beggars, and not altogether 
prepossessed by the state of the country. 
In one respect I was tempted to believe 
that he really travelled in = modern 
America, for he speaks of “ dry lodgings.”’ 
This did not imply that most beds tor 
travellers were damp—merely that lodging 
could be had without board It was 
probably simple enough to get that liquid, 
the absence of which in those days war- 
rants the epithet “ dry.” An old country- 
man tells me that, well within living 
memory, the sign of the sod of turf on 
the end of a pole struck through the roof 
was known as an indication that the house 
was a shebeen. One such house, that 
afterwards took to the legitimate busi- 
ness of a publican, took, rather boldly, 
for its name “The Sod of Turf” as a 
memento of its earlier career. Twiss’s 
travelovue has considerable interest. If 
is a pity that it. is not made available in 
an edition at a reasonable price.

Herons. 


There are few more decorative birds 
than the heron, or crane, as he is called 
in Ireland (writes a correspondent), Near 
Lough Bray recently I happened to dis- 
turb a heron, and was surprised to observe 
the length of time he took to get into 
steady flight. He was a very conspicuous 
object when he rose into the air with his 
creat wings spread and his long legs 
stretched out behind him, but, if T had nct 
made the noise that frightened him, ! 
doubt whether I should have noticed his 
presence. Fish are said to mistake the 
long legs for reeds, and probably do not 
have time to realise that these spindle- 
shanks are associated with the sharp bill 
that snaps them up. 

The heron was the chief game 
in the days when falconry was a fashion- 
able sport, and heronries were common 
all over Ireland. King Henry VIII. pro- 
hibited the taking of these birds in any 
other way than by hawking or shooting 
them with the longbow, and the theft of 
a young bird from the nest was treated as 
a sérious offence. To this day the heron, 
on account of its slow flight, lives mm terror 
of the kestrel, or wind-hover, and utters 
a hoarse shriek of alarm when it sees that 
sinister hawk motionless in the sky above 
it.

Passing along the high road that leads 
from Delgany to Kilcool recently I came 
to a house whose owner evidently had some 
admiration for two distinguished Irish- 
men; for standing upon pedestals, one 
each side of the porch, were small marble 
figures of Edmund Burke and Oliver 
Goldsmith, exactly similar in pose to the 
bronze statues which adorn the entrance 
to Trinity College.

There was a surprisingly large 
number of people strolling along the walks, 
enjoying the sunshine and the delight- 
fully keen air. It is thirty-five years 
since the Belfast Corporation acquired the 
Royal Botanic Gardens for £10,500. They 
were formed by the Belfast Botanical and 
Horticultural Company, Ltd., in 1827, 
and, at the suggestion of the second 
Marquis of Donegall, K.P., who at that 
time resided at Urmeau, Queen Victoria 
gave her permission for the use of the 
appellation “ Royal.” Her Majesty and 
the Prince Consort inspected the gardens 
on the occasion of their only visit to Bel- 
fast in 1849, and the present King and 
(Jueen, when Duke and Duchess of York, 
visited them in 1897, the route im the 
enclosure being lined by the Boys’ 
Brigade and the Church Lads’ Brigade. 
The Botanic Gardens were for many years 
the favourite resort of the people of Boel- 
fast on the occasion of band promenades 
and fireworks displays, especially on 
Easter Mondays, when the ascent of 
balloons was the great attraction. The 
old company, which controlled the garden 
for seventy years, was formed by some 
members of the Belfast Natural Historv 
and Philosophical Society, one of whom, 
Mr. George Joy, jun., became the first 
secretary. Another well-known Belfastman, 
Mr. James M‘Adam, assisted in getting 
supplies of seeds and plants from corre- 
sponding members of the Society in 
various parts of the world, 


Quin Abbey. 


A fitting recognition of the fact that 
the Papal Nuncio 1s of the Order of Fran- 
ciseans would be the repair of Quin Abbey, 
the remains of which are considerable. and 
testif to a great beauty in the original 
structure reared beside the Rine in the 
‘land of the arbutus.’’ It was founded 
in 1402 by Sheda Cam MacNamara, and 
was the first monastery licensed for occupa- 
tion by friars of the Strict Observance in 
Ireland in 1433. The MacNamaras trans- 
ferred their burial place thither, and 
beautified the building generation by 
generation, as well as granting the Abbey 
lands and fisheries. Under Queen Eliza- 
beth it was used as a barracks, but was 
rebuilt by local munificence and re-occu- 
pied by friars in 1626, Kxcavating there 
in 1882 the officials of the Board of Works 
discovered that the Abbey was upon the 
site of a yet earlier Norman castle, two 
curtain walls of which were utilised by 
the builders for the south and east walls 
of the chance]. Under its. shadow in 1644 
was a great school with upwards of eight 
hundred scholars directed by Father 
Owen O’Cahane, but seven years later the 
school was dispersed and its dir ctor subse-. 
quently hanged. Bishop Pocock has left 
a fine description of the monastery as if 
stood in 1740,

AA Cork Mavor. 


Among the many remarkable stories told 
about Sir Vesian Lick, Mayor of Cork 
in the year 17906-1797, is crediting 
him with having written a notable letter 
to the Lord Lieutenant when the French 
sailed into Bantry Bay in December, 1796, 
and the city of Cork was in a panic. 
The writer began by informing His 
Excellency that ‘‘ he wrote with a sword 
in one hand and a pistol in the other.’’ 

Sir Vesian was a self-made man, and 
never thoroughly mastered the English 
language, but, withal, discharged the 
duties of his office with ability, At a 
banquet given to the Lord Lieutenant 
during 1797, the latter asked the Mayor 
what were the favourite amusements of 
the citizens of Cork, and he enumerated 
several, winding up with the popular 
game of “Cos” “Om. said His 
Excellency. ‘Pray, Sir Vesian, explain.” 
“Well, your  Exeellency,’’ sad the

BELFAST, Thursday. | 
ú Hoe people of Londonderry are troubled 
about the city’s water supply, and 
opinion is sharply divided in regard to 
the proposal of the Corporation to build a 
reservoir at Banagher at an estimated cost 
of - £200,000. Many of the rateayers 
think that so expensive a scheme is un- 
necessary, and their views were placed 
before the Council at its last meeting. It 
was stated that they were supported in 
their opposition b, the City Engineer, 
but, on the other hand, Councillor 
Cochrane said that water would soon be as 
dear in the Maiden City as among the 
sands of Arabia. 

The unemployment problem is_ very 
acute in Londonderry. Hundreds of young 
men are walking the streets in idleness, 
and, if the proposed undertaking could be 
carried out as a public work of utility. 
with the aid of a Government grant, it 
would serve a useful purpose. It is un- 
fortunate that members of public bodies do 
not always co-operate in the public 
interest, and it is, therefore, not sur. 
prising to hear of suggestions that Com- 
missioners should be appointed for Derry. 

When the matter was before the 
Council Mr. Denis Boyle, J.P., asked 
if the meeting had been convened for 
the purpose of urging the Govern- 
ment to appoint Commissioners for 
the borough, and Sir Basil McFarland, 
Lbart., one of the Councillors, stated quite 
candidly that he was in favour of Com- 
provided that they got the 
right men, This spirit of distrust of 
public bodies appears to be spreading. 
Donaghadee Council has been suppressed, 
many prominent citizens of Belfast favour 
the appointment of Commissioners for the 
city, and now there is discontent in Derry. 


INDUSTRIAL PROBLEMS.

The problem eof industrial depression 
was discussed this week at a meeting 
under the auspices of the Belfast Rotary 
(lub. the speeches bei:g@ remarkable for 
candour and outspoken comment. A 
representative attendance included Mr. 
Andrews, the Northern Minister of 
Labour, who is expected to reply to 
criticisms at the next gathering of the 
club. Special reference was made to 
agriculture, which was described by Mr. 
W. K. Alexander as the Cinderella of 
industry, and it was pointed out that 
flour, maize and oil-cake millers during 
the past six months had experienced the 
most depressing period in their history 
owing to lack of purchasing power on the 
part of the farmers, 
The benefits of de-rating were dismissed 

microscopic, the Government having 
done nothing further to assist the 
industry. Mr. Alexander suggested that 
an import duty should be placed on all 
foreicn bounty-fed produce equal to the 
grants received, which would place com- 
petition on a fair basis. He would also put 
an embargo on foreign potatoes from the 
1st January until new local-grown tubers 
were available. In existing circumstances, 
however, there is no likelihood that these 
ideas will be put into practice, and, in 
any case, the Northe:.. Government has 
no power to deal with such things. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Alexander’s final 
advice to farmers is noteworthy as show- 
ing the trend of thought. He said that 
they should organise as was done in other 
countries and make their power felt. This 
might mean the breaking of old political 
ties, but the farmers could not be blamed, 
as their loyalty had been stretched to the 
utmost, and the prosperity of their

After five years’ experience of the manarce. 
ment under Commissioners in Dublin. they 
found that the municipal debt had been in. 
creased by five millions, while thie public 
Services were in many respects curtailed. as 
well as the civic spirit being killed, and 
interest in the affairs of the Corporation being 
non-existent. He doubted if the citizens 
found any compensating advantage. If the 
Dublin City Commissioners were to be pro- 
duced as an argument in favour of the 
managerial system then that system stood 
condemned, 

The Minister for Education on the previous 
day suggested that amendments could be 
introduced, but if the Government had in 
mind any reasonable alteration in the bill they 
would have to produce the amendments them. 
Selves. He (Mr. Lemass) did not think that 
the bill was capable.of amendment. 

A serious omission from the bill was any 
reference to the constitution of the Port and 
Docks Board—a board that was not repre- 
sentative of the general interests of the city. 
but of those special interests which utilised 
the port—foreign shipowners, some of whom 
had ten votes inthe election of members 
of that board. The citizens of Dublin had a 
very direct interest in the manacement of 
that board, which was in the grip of foreign 
combines. If they were going to have the 
Port of Dublin developed in the interests 
of Dublin they must secure that a Committee 
of the Corporation would again ‘he placed on 
the Board, : 

_. BILL THAT NOBODY LOVES. 

[here were a number of other matters which 
were not dealt with in the bill, such as the 
condition of the South Quays, and the lack of 
facilities there for the carriage of goods: 
the condition of the roads on the quays, and 
the present congested state of traffic on them. 
There was a case to be made against the 
creation of a position that might result in 
competition for traffic between the harbour of 
Dun Laoghaire and the harbour of Dublin 

Nobody wanted the bill. The ratepayers 
did not want it, the Chamber of Commerce 
did not want it; Rathmines and Pembroke 
did not want it, and the Trades Council did 
not want it.

In conclusion, Mr. Lemass said that he

Mr. J. X. MURPHY (Ind., Dublin Co.) 
said that he was particularly interested in 
this bill, because he was a Deputy for County 
Dublin, and as such he did not think that 
there was any body of the ratepavers in love 
with the measure. Rathmines was against it, 
and Pembroke was against it. Very pro- 
bably their opposition was selfish, but it was 
easily understood. Their rates were not very 
high, and their services were good, and h

among Dubliners. Mr, Lemass had asked 
what had the Commissioners done for Dublin. 
For one thing, they had removed the stigma 
of “ dirty Dublin '” and saved the ratepayers 

000 a year. 

The bill gave the Council no control over 
the City Manager. If the Manager decided 
that a sum of money should be spent in a 
certain way the Council would have no power 
to stop him. If the bill passed without 
amendment the main function of the new 
body would be to find money for the City 
Manager to spend. He did not think the 
citizens of Dublin wanted a Council of that 
(kind. The citizens should, through their 
representatives, be in complete control of the 
City Manager, and not the City Manager in 
complete control of the people, 

TO AVOID JOBBERY. 

He (Mr. Byrne) would give the City 
Manager power over the appointment of ofh- 
cials, so that nothing like the jobbery that 
took place under the old Corporation, when 
its members put their friends into positions, 
would be repeated; but he would limit the 
Manager’s powers under the Council. If this 
bill were to pass in its present form there 
could be but one result—namely, a bitter 
party fight in municipal politics. His in- 
formation was that his friends opposite 
(the Fianna Fail party) were already 
prepared. Would it be in the interests 
of the city that such a party fight should 
be introduced into local politics. here was, 
even among the supporters of the Govern. 
ment, more feeling against the bill than 
those on the Government side of the House 
recognised, 

In conclusion, Mr. Byrne pleaded for smaller 
electoral areas. As far as the bill was con- 
cerned, it was a progressive measure, and, 
with amendment, he had no doubt whatever 
that it could be made an excellent measure. 

Mr. FRENCH, Lord Mayor of Cork (F.F., 
Cork Borough), said that, speaking as one 
who had experience of the working of a 
similar me&sure in Cork, he was certain that 
the people of this country were never more 
disappointed than they were by the introduc- 
tion of this bill. He saw in the introduction 
of the measure an attempt to stabilise the 
system incorporated in the Cork Act. He 
could see no other reason for it. Since the 
Cork Bill was passed there was barely a day 
that it had not been criticised, and more 
particularly during the last three months. It 
had been publicly broadcast within the last 
two months that there was not a member of 
the Borough Council who would stand over 
the Act as it stood. 

‘PERMANENT OFFICIALDOM.” 

The hallmark of permanent officialdom was 
on these two measures, If the Minister for 
Local Government had had the experience of 
some of his colleagues he would not have 
made some of the statements he had made on 
this bill. If the bill became law the members 
of the Council could attend one meeting to 
strike the rates, and they need not come 
back for another twelve months, for they 
would have no business to do. 

The Press had published reports and 
articles, which were absolutely untrue, to 
vilify public representation and to foster Com- 
missioners. He had listened to a statement 
made by a member of the old Dublin Cor- 
poration, where it was proved by figures that 
there was no economic advantage, or 
financial saving at any rate, by the change 
from the Corporation to the Commissioners. 

What was the reason for taking in a large 
area in North Dublin and fretting up a 
separatesauthority in the South? He believed 
that the development of Dublin industrially 
would be along the South, and, with the re- 
quirements of modern shipping, he could im- 
aginc that the representatives of Dun 
Laoghaire in twenty years would have de- 
veloped their harbour so successfully as to 
compete with Dublin—that Dublin would be 
a village and Dun Laoghaire would be the 
city, The setting up of the two boroughs 
would mean a duplication of officials, of ac- 
counts and of audits, and a heavy additional 
expense to the ratepayers. 

He also objected to the special franchise 
for the commercial element, which was al- 
ready well provided for in the existing Local 
Government register, with its qualifications 
of house-ownership and property-ownership. 
Very few people could get on the lodger voters’ 
lists now. At the last municipal election in 
Cork under proportional representation six in- 
dividual representatives of the commercial 
class were elected, In Dublin they would 
have a similar result, and, in addition, it was 
proposed to have four others elected on a 
privileged vote. These people who claimed 
this special privilege never did anything to 
develop this country either nationally or in- 
dustrially. The only people who op- 
posed the coming of Fords to Cork 
were the members of the Cork Cham- 
her of Commerce and Shivping. They 
never left a stone unturned to prevent 
Messrs. Ford from coming to Cork. These 
were the sort of people they were going to 
cet on the Council of the City of Dublin. 


“ THE DICTATOR OF CORK,” 
Referring to a bridge which he eileged 
that the Cork City Manager built against 
the wishes of the Council, Mr. Trench 


| thanked. God that no public representative

' ILL-BALANCED ARGUMENTS.” | 

They had had a kind of ill-balanced series 
of arguments about the powers of the Council 
and the City Manager. It was argued that 
the Council would have no power whatever, 
and yet they had all this talk about the un- 
democratic reactionaries who were handing 
over the management of the city to business 
men according to their bank accounts. As 
to the commercial register and the giving of 
property votes so as to bring six represente- 
tives of the commercial classes into the 
Council, that was a gesture made towards 
men who devoted their -=pital to giving em- 
ployment rather than investing that capital 
and draving dividends. Jt was not, as had 
been alleged, an attempt to give votes to 
person; according to their bank account, One 
of the problems which confronted them all 
was that of providing work for the unemployed 
workers, and he asked the House to agree to 
do something in that direction by giving 
employers a representation in the Council. 

He believed that the bill was a good one. 
and he proposed to make certain suggestions 
to the Minister for improviug it. With regard 
to contracts, he thought that leaving contracts 
entirely to the decision cf one individual 
would not be in any way detrimental to the 
interests of the city, bus would place that 
individual in a position of extraordinary 
vulnerability to attack, and he suggested that 
when a transaction rame over a certam figure 
it should receive the approval of the Council. 
It was also desirable that anything which 
would prevent a deadlock between the 
Council and the Manager should be inserted 
in the bill. He suggested the insertion of a 
provision whereby, in the event of two-thirds 
of the Council disagreeing with the Manager 
on a particular matter, it should be sub- 


mitted to the Minister for consideration and 
decision.

wisdom they might make the bill, perhaps, 
nearer to their hearts’ desire. 

He hoped that he was not deprecating the 
bil! too much at the outset, because he did 
vealise the immense difficulty and complexity 
of the problem that the Minister had before 
him, the almost mnumerable aspects from 
which that question bad to be viewed, and the 
countless interests, rights and claims that had 
to be considered. At one time, when he 
(the speaker) had to review it, he found it 
almost an impossible task to bring all the 
various aspects to a point, to concentrate on 
what one could picture a Greater Dublin 
should be, in what direction it should ad- 
vance, and how to legislate in order to pro- 
mote that advancement. The Minister had a 
very difficult task to face, and, if he had not 
performed it wholly to bis satisfaction, all 
he could say was that possibly it was impos- 
sible to satisfy everyone. 

He thought that there was at least one 
defect in the bill, and there were other pro- 
visions in it that he would like to see supple- 
mented or iniproved in Committee. He 
thought the pivotal ideas in the bill were 
four First, there were the two non- 
democratic ideas, the City Manager and the 
commercial register. Of course, the City

He 
was not opposed to it in principle. He was 
strongly against a mere plutocratic franchise, 
and vet something like a plutocratic franchise 
obtained in Germany for over a hundred 
years, and it had only been swept away 
recently in Russia, and he did not know that 
municipal government was thereby improved 
very much, 
RATHMINES AND PEMBROKE, 

Another idea in the bill was the incorpora- 
tion of the townships of Rathmines and 
Pembroke. He, of course, belonged to that 
class that viewed the old Dublin Corporation 
as a set of villains—he hoped he was not 
saying anything very offensive to the 
President or to Deputy O’Kelly—-but when 
he studied the work of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion a little more vlosely he realised that he 
was, to say the least, very ill-informed. These 
townships certainly felt: very reluctant to put 
themselves under the power of a Corporation 
such as they conceived the old Corporation 
to be, and their reluctance was natural 
enough. Th y ran their own affairs very 
well, and they claimed the right to continue 
to do so; but when one took a view of what 
a Greater Dublin should be one could not 


Stand out. 

He did not agree with the Minister on the 
question of a Coastal Borough. He could not 
see any reason why this new coastal city, 
which would, he was convinced, stand across 
the line of the advance of Dublin, should be 
established. Did the Minister not recognise 
that the establishment of that city would 
rob him of the invincible arguments that he 
could use for the inclusion of Pembroke and 
Rathmines? Let him be logical. Either allow 
all these townships to go “on their own”’ 
still, or establish this new city with a lord 
mayor and establish a city of Rathmines with 
a mayor and let them have another mayor 
and aldermen for Pembroke, Perhaps, Deputy 
Good would wear the chain. (Laughter.) 

THE PORT OF KINGSTOWN. 

There were plenty of reasons why Dublin 
should have some control over what was 
called Kingstown. It was hoped at one time 
that the harbour there would be the great 
commercial harbour of Dublin. Could they 
be certain that developments in that direction 
might not take place in the future? Were 
they to leave it to the consideration of the 
aldermen of the new coastal borough to say 
whether they would build a proper traffic 
road to Dublin or not? There were plenty 
of other problems to be dealt with, such as 
water and drainage. 

He wished that the Minister had framed a 
bill that would permit them to discuss the 
several points of contention in Committee. 
At present the bill seemed to be so framed 
that when one was in favour of three-fourths 
of it one was asked to vote against the 
second.reading because one could not see the 
way to accept the other fourth. 

Mr. FLINN (Fianna Fail, Cork Borough) 
said that ho could not say if the people of 
Dublin wanted this bill, and he thought that 
was the position as far as the ordinary 
member of the House was concerned. hy 
should they from Cork, who had actual ex- 
perience, allow without protest other 
members of that House who did Tot :e- 
oresent the City of Dublin to be advised to 
impose that sort of legislation on Dublin? 
The only power which the Cork City Council 
had was to go on strike and shut down the 
services of the city. The bill as it now 
stood was such that an honest vote of the 
House would throw it out. 

DEFENCE OF CITY MANAGER, 

Professor TIERNEY (Government, -.ational 
University) said that the Minister for Local 
Government deserved. great credit for intro- 
ducing the bill. The big fact about this bl 
was that it was a measure not for the 
dismemberment of the city, but one that 
took a considerable step towards its unifica- 
tion. He believed that very few citizens 
would agree with the views of the Fianna 
Fail Party and their so-called democratic 
doctrines. Dun Laoghaire and Blackrock 
had their own problems, which could be 
settled hy themselves under one organisation 
more efficiently than they had been doing 
with separate staffs. 

The case for the institution of City Mana- 

er was written large across the streets of 
Jublin, and all the talk about reactionary 
methods and the desertion of democracy was 
an attempt to throw back the Government 
of Dublin to the period when it had virtually 
no Government at alJ but what it got 
from a vague system of committees of the 
Corporation. The control of expenditure, 
whether bv rates or loans, was left in the 
hands of the Council, and the Council that 
had that power and did not exercise it over 
the Manager would be a very poor Council 
indeed, and failure in that respect would rest, 
not upon the shoulders of the Manager, but 
upon the shoulders of the Council. The prin- 
ciple adopted in this bill seemed to him to 
be the proper method of distribution—that 
was, that the functions of the Manager should 
be exercised under the supervision of the 
Council. If the Council was not a success, 
then the Manager would not be a success, 
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NINETY PER CENT. OF 


DUBLINERS AGAINST THE BILL. 


Mr GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) said that 
one would imagine that the first thing that 
deputies would ask was what was the view 
of the areas to be affected by the bill. Since 
the bill was published he had endeavoured 
to get the views of Dublin men, and nowhere 
in the city had he found the least enthusiasm 
for it. The view of Dublin, so far as he was 
able to obtain it, was: ‘‘ Dublin wants to 
be left alone. Dublin is tired of changes. 
We have had nothing but changes in all 
departments of administration in the last ten 
years, and we are heartily sick of changes, 
and we want to be left alone.” The same 
was true of Rathmines and Pembroke—they 
also wanted to be left alone. Would the 
Minister tell them who wanted this bill? 

Deputy O'Kelly had tried to whitewash 
the old Dublin Corporation, in his speech—- 
‘all the water in the Liffey,’”’ said Mr. Goo, 
“would not whitewash the old Dublin Coi- 
poration.’ (Laughter.) 

Referring to the provision for representa. 
tion for the commercial community, he said 
that the position at present was that limited 
liability companies contributed a moiety of 
the rates in the city, but they got no vote 
whatever in return. Was that fair or reason- 
able? 

On the question of the appointment of a 
Manager, Mr. Good said he was heartily in 
favour of it, as it was the only means by 
which a definite line of policy could be car- 
ried on. | .

Submarine Farms. 


Thirty years ago the Irish land courts 
were concerned with the affairs of a 
“submarine estate.” The little holdings 
of some western peasants shelved to the 
Atlantic, and it was their custom, wading 
waist-deep into the ocean, to gather crops 
of kelp which augmented their slight 
income. Was their landlord entitled to 
claim rent against this harvest from his 
submarine acres? We forget the Court's 
decision, but we expect to be reminded of 
it in the near future when it becomes im- 
portant as a legal precedent. It seems 
that, as the result of coast erosion, a sub- 
stantial amount of landed property on 
the shores of Wicklow and Wexford is 
assuming a submarine character. The 
waves have nibbled at numerous holdings, 
and one farmer in County Wexford 
laments the loss of five acres within the 
last twenty years. Naturally enough, 
farmers whose property has vanished 
maintain that their obligation to pay rent 
and rates upon it has vanished at the 
same time. As we gather, the Land Com- 
mission has not been amenable to this 
argument. Its content’ 1 appears to be 
that the land, even though buried full 
fathom five, still exists for purposes of 
rent and rates, and that a Land Com- 
mission is under no duty to take 
cognisance of sea-changes, however rich 
and strange. We do not think that this 
position would be upheld in a court of 
law. Surely, if the payer of income tax 
secures thereby the State’s protection for 
his life and property, the farmer who pays 
rent to the State secures thereby the 
State’s protection of his land. In fact, 
the case of these Wexford farmers 
furnishes further support for our plea that 
the problem of coast erosion is a national 
concern. It is the State’s business to

Much of its 
recent prosperity, indeed, is due to the 
fact that it put a fleet of motor boats 
upon the canal last year, but even these 
puffing interlopers are unable to destroy 
comple'-ly the antique peace of the water 
ways, so long disturbed only by the 
bargee’s adjectives, We are glad that the 
canals will not go the way of all our 
tranquil institutions. Tow-path transport, 
said Mr. McCann, is well suited to an 
agricultural country like curs. Of late 
European countries have spent large sums 
on its development, but efforts to improve 
the services have met with little en- 
couragement in England and Ireland. If 
the Irish people have failed to realise 
the canal’s economic value, they are 
equally indifferent to its charm. It Is 
said that our island can be traversed from 
sea to sea by water. Why do our citizens 
refuse to explore the possibilities of a 
holiday on the canals? Virtually all the 
larger towns can be reached, and a barge 
can enter regions whose roads and sloughs 
defy the sturdiest of motor cars. England 
long since has realised the charm of her 
broads, and France’s water-ways are 
populous with seekers of quiet. Is it not 
conceivable that the canals of Ireland 
may compensate for our. deficiency in 
watering places!

REDUNDANT YARDS 
TO DISAPPEAR.

An official statement issued last night 
by the National Shipbuilders’ Security, 
Ltd., states that the registration yesterday 
of the National Shipbuilders’ Security, 
Ltd., with a nominal capital of £10,000, 
but with borrowing powers up to £3,000,000, 
marks the -successful launching by the 
British Shipbuilders of a collective scheme 
within the industry itself by which it 
hopes to eliminate redundant capacity and 
secure more economical costs by the re- 
sultant concentration of production, 


OBJECTS OF THE COMPANY. 


The leading objects of the new company, 
as set out in the Memorandum of Associa- 
tion, are :'— 

1—To assist the shipbuilding industry 
by the purchase of redundant and/or 
obsolete shipyards, the dismantling and 
disposal of their contents, znd the re-sale 
of the sites under restrictions against 
further use for shipbuilding. 

2—To enter into contracts with ship- 
builders and others for the payment to 
‘the company of any sum, or sums, of 
money for the advancement of the purposes 
of the company. 

5—To purchase, take on lease or other- 
wise acquire shipyards, workshops, ‘dock 
(graving or otherwise), factories, wharves 
or any other conveniences for the building, 
repairing or docking of ships or vessels 
of any kind, and to sell, dispose of, or 
deal with and turn to account the same 
In such manner as may be thought fit. 


CONSOLIDATING THE POSITION. 


“The British shipbuilding industry 
during the last two years,” the statement 
says, ‘has been steadily consolidating its 
position in world shipbuilding in face of 
unprecedented and subsidised foreign com- 
petition. It is now building over fifty 
per cent. of the world’s tonnage. To enable 
shipbuilding io recover and maintain 
financial stability it has become impera- 
tive to secure a greater concentration of 
the work available. thus obtaining con- 
siderable savings in the overhead and 
administrative costs and in rates and 
taxes. 

_“* The problem to be tackled in shipbuild- 
ing has gradually become more acute each 
year with the steady curtailment of war- 
ship building. There is now an imme- 
diate need for concerted action to be 
taken to bring the shipbuilding capacity 
of the country into closer relationship 
with the prospective demand for tonnage. 


i THE VOLUME OF CAPACITY. 
. Although a number of shipbuilding 
firms have already closed down in recent 
years, there is still too large a volume of 
capacity, and the step now taken affords 
an opportunity for orderly and considered 
curtailment of redundant facilities. There 
Is no prospect of the large additions to 
shipbuilding capacity which were made 
unde: Government pressure during the 
late war to meet both the merchant ship 
and the warship emergency created by 
submarine warfare ever being utilised. _ 

“ Even before the war warship work 
represented as much as twenty-five per 
cent. of the value of the entire output. of 
British yards. To-day there is only one- 
seventh of the pre-war amount of war- 
ship tonnage being constructed. The 
situation is made more difficult by the 
interesting fact that the average size of 
merchant ships has been steadily rising 
in recent years, and a smaller number of 
berths is, therefore, now required for the 
same quantity of tonnage. 


THE PRE-WAR PERIOD. 

‘“‘In the immediate pre-war period one 
and a half million tons of merchant 
shipping (the amount constructed in this 
country last year) meant five hundred 
vessels; to-day the same tonnage is 
represented by three hundred and fifty 
vessels. Fortunately, shipbuilding is an 
industry in which this country still 
holds a world pre-eminence, and British 
shipbuilders have, in the post-war period, 
dealt vigorously with the problems of 
reorganisation and modernisation of 
yards, the introduction of mechanical] 
appliances and research to secure im- 
proved designs and new methods of pro- 
pulsion, with the result that they have 
recently been able to meet foreign com- 

tition more effectively and have been 
increasing their export orders. 

‘‘ As a consequence and in view of their 
improved world-competitive position, they 
have also been able to inerease on two 
oceasions, during 1928 and 1929. the 
wages of large numbers of the workmen, 
and they negotiated last year a scheme 
for national uniform time rates of wages, 


REDUNDANT CAPACITY. 

“This new development is recéiving 
the support of the large majority of the 
firms in the industry and is an indication 
of their collective intention to tackle the 
remaining big problem of redundant 
capacity, the solution of which is regarded 
as of the most vital importance, in order 
to allow British shipbuilding to be placed 
on a permanently sound basis again. 

‘‘They believe that the elimination of 
redundant capacity will not mean tess 
employment. On the contrary, they 
expect that, through the concentration of 
production, they will achieve savings 
which will improve their prospects in 
securing additiona] contracts in world 
competition and mean more work for the 
industry.” 


SUPPORT FOR THE NEW COMPANY. 

It is learned that the new company has 
received the support of most of the lead- 
ing shipbuilding concerns on the North- 
Fast Coast, Barrow, Birkenhead and 
Belfast, and the promoters hope still to

The Lord Chancellor (Lord Sankey) 
and Lords  Blanesburgh. Hanworth. 
Thankerton and Russell of Killowen, 
sitting as a Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, yesterday resumed the 
hearing of an appeal from the Supreme 
Court of the Irish Free State raising the 
question of an alleged infringement of the 
copyright of the Performing Right 
Society, Ltd. (the appellants), by the 
Urban District Council of Bray (the 
respondents) in two musical works, 
“ Vénus on Earth ” and ‘ Lilac Time,” 
which the respondents had allowed to be 
performed at their bandstand on August 
11, 1926. 

In the original action Mr. Justice 
Johnston found in favour of the 
appellants, but, on appeal, the Supreme 
Court reversed this decision on the 
ground that the Copyright Act, 1911, was 
not in operation in the Free State at the 
time of the alleged infringement. Leave 
was then obtained to appeal to the Privy 
Council. ; 

Mr. Stuart Bevan, K.C., and the Hon. 
S. 0. Henn Collins appeared for the 
appellants, the. respondents being repre- 
sented by Mr. T. S. F. Battersby, K.C. ; 
Mr. A. A, Dickie, K.C., and Mr. C. 8. 
Campbell. 


THE APPELLANTS’ REPLY. 

The Board now called upon Mr. Bevan 
to reply to the arguments of the respon- 
dents with regard to the Constitutional 
question involved in the matter. 

Mr. Dickie, who had occupied two 
Sittings in advancing arguments in sup- 
port of the respondents’ case, asked 
whether he might mention a couple of 
points. 

The Lord Chancellor said that Mr. 
Dickie had had a long hearing, but after 
Mr. Bevan had replied they would hear 
_ him. 

Mr. Bevan said that the matter had 
been very fully heard, and he did not 
think that he would be justified in 
occupying the time of the Court with any- 
thing in the nature of repetition. He 
would reply, first of all, to what was 
termed the Constitutional point, 


THE RIGHT OF APPEAL. 

It had been submitted by counsel for 
the respondents that there was no right 
of appeal to the Privy Council. Origin- 
ally the contention of the respondents 
took the form of denying the prerogative 
of the Crown to hear appeals from Ire- 
land. Later Mr. Dickie limited his con- 
tention to this—that the prerogative did 
exist, but it could only be exercised by 
His Majesty in Council in Ireland. 
Under Article 66 of the Constitution the 
King’s prerogative was saved. It existed 
in Ireland, just as it did in Canada and 
other Dominions. 

Lord Blanesburgh—It is exercised by 
His Majesty through his Privy Council. 

Mr. Bevan—Yes. The Act confirming 
the Treaty between Great Britain and the 
Free State, Mr. Bevan pointed out, pvro- 
vided definitely that the Constitutional 
status of the Free State was to be the 
same as that of Canada. 

Lord Thankerton—And that is linkel 
up with the preamble of the Constitution 
Act. 

"Mr. Bevan—That is so. There was 
nothing in Article 2 cf the Treaty which 
could alter the position created by Article 
66 of the Constitution. An interesting 
statement was made by Mr. Dickie giving 
the history of Ireland for the past two 
centuries: but, in his (Mr. Bevan’'s) 
opinion, that was quite irrelevant to the 
question of prerogative. The respondents’ 
counsel contended that the repeal ot the 
1920 Act Jeft the Copyright Act, 1911, 
without any application in Ireland at all. 
His (Mr. Bevan’s) submission was that 
the Act of 1927 applied in Ireland from 
the date of the passing of that Act, and 
that the application in Ireland was in- 
dependent of the Act of 1920. From first 
to last they would find no provision in the 
Treaty dealing with private rights, and no 
provision relating to existing laws. There- 
fore, the Treaty did not interfere with 
private rights. and did not refer to existing 
jaws at all. There was nothing in the 
terms of the Treaty inconsistent with the 
continuance of the existing laws. 

Lord Hanworth said that, on the rati- 
fication of the Articles of Agreement for a 
Treaty, a Transfer of Functions Order was 
made, which gave the existing laws 
further continuance. 


REPEALING A REPEAL. 

Mr. Bevan said that the Constitution 
was governed by the Treaty between Great 
Britain and the Free State ; therefore, any 
act of the Irish Legislature would be 
ultra vires, if it was inconsistent with the 
Constitution. 

Lord Russell of Killowen said that the 
1927 Commercial and Industrial Property 
(Protection) Act repealed the Copyright 
Act, 1911, and the 1929 Act repealed the 
repeal, and also provided that no remedy 
in the form of damages or costs could be 
recovered for any infringementa of any 
copyright which subsisted, or was deemed 
to have subsisted, in the Irish Free State 
up to that date. 

Mr. Bevan said that his submssion was 
that the Order of the Court of first in- 
stance ought to be restored, because the 
Copyright Act, 1911, was im force in the 
Free State at all material times, and 
because the repeal of that Act by the Act 
of 1927 was in contravention of the Con- 
stitution of the Free State, wlfra vires, 
and of no effect. He came there not .to 
ask for anything that he had not got years 
He did not ask the Board to give 
him damages, an injunction or costs by' 
reason of any infringement. All that he 
wanted them to do was to restore the 
Order of Mr. Justice Johnston without 
prejudice to any right that the respon- 
dents had under Section 4 of the 1929 Act. 


THE APPELLANTS’ ONLY REQUEST. 


Lord Thankerton said that they could 
rrant an Injunction. 
note Bevan said that what he was 
asking for was only a matter of form— 
namely—for an order of discharge of the 
judgment of the Court of Appeal and the 
order of the High Court restored. If they 
granted his application, all that would 
stand would be the order of Mr. Justice 
Johnston and their lordships’ order.

Discussion of the Greater Dublin Bill 
was continued all day yesterday in the 
Dail, and no one was more pleased about 
it than the deputies from the remoter 
parts of the country. What cared Deputy 
Carney’s hardy Donegal fishermen. whether 
the streets of Dalkey were swept by the 
Frenchmen’s Juggernauts or by local 
enterprise? It meant nothing to the simple 
Gael in hamlets high in MacGillicuddy’s 
Reeks that the dwellers in Cabinteely were 
destined. to become technically city-dwellers 
or not. 

The representatives of these rural con- 
stituencies were, therefore, able to spend 
a very pleasant day with a clear conscience 
lounging in the comfortable leather settecs 
cutside the Chamber, smoking their pipes 
and discussing whether deputies do discuss 
when there is no public present to hear 
them. There was no tiresome division bell 
to disturb their peace, but a few of the 
more conscientious did occasionally wander 
up into the Public Gallery to gaze down 
compassionately for a few minutes on the 
representatives of the Metropolis. 


NEW ANTHEM FOR FREE STATE. 


The first of the Independent guns was 
unmasked by Mr. J. X. Murphy. ‘The 
bill would produce a big Dublin and a 
little Dublin, he claimed, a state of affairs 
which nobody desired... Rathmines and 
Pembroke were definitely against the bill, 
and there was no provision for a Coastal] 
Borough on the north side of the city.

CORK HILL MARIONETTES. 


Deputy J. J. Byrne pointed ont that 
the only alternative to a democratic 
Corporation was a Corporation of 
marionettes. The citizens of Dublin de- 
served a better bill than that before the 
House. 

The Lord Mayor of Cork rose up and 
clanked a dismal chain, not mayoral, but 
that with which the Cork City Manager 
had bound the Council of the ‘‘ Rebel 
City.” The process in Cork was for the 
Council to tell the Manager what to do, 
and for the Manager then to do exactly 
what he liked. This: autocrat: had built 
a bridge of concrete,, when the Council 
wanted one of limestone. Mr. French 
gloomily prophesied that, should the bill 
be passed. Dublin would become the 
village and Dun Laoghaire the city. 


IMPOSSIBLE TO WHITEWASH. 


““T do not admit the right of Fianna 
Fail to spring on to the democratic horse 
and ride away on il,” said Professor 
Tierney. The rights and wrongs of this 
case could not be settled by sledge- 
hammer methods, or ‘‘ by painting 
pictures of a rose-red city stretching 
across the Liffey trom sea to sea.” The 
Council would control the purse, and 
therefore, the manager.

FIANNA FAIL’S IMPERIALISM, 


‘‘ Tf the country contained enough un- 
certified people to put Fianna Fail into 
power, they would soon forget all their 
democratic principles,’’ said President 
Cosgrave, and England, France and 
Spain might conceivably groan beneath 
an imperialistic Fianna Fail yoke.

MEROHANDISE MARKS BILL. 
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In the Gradaates' Memorial Hall, Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, Pro- 
fessor J. 8. Haldane continued his “Donnellan 
Lectures’ on the subject of “The ‘Theoreti- 
cal Basis of Scientific Biology.’? The Provost 
presided, 

Professor Haldane said that as he was 
himself a physiologist he would first t:y to 
put before them the ease for studying 
physiology in the light of distinctive biologi- 
cal conceptions, in place of therely trying to 
study it in the light of physical and chemical! 
conceptions, even when those were eked out 
by assuming interference within living 
organisms of some special influence. 

hysiology dealt not with the dead bodies 
of organisms, but with their living bodies in 
constant active relationship with their 
environment. It had “beer, sometimes at- 
tempted to divide biolugy sharply into 
anatomy or morphology, a branch dealing 
with the structure, including chemical] struc- 
ture, of organisms, and physiology, a branch 
dealing with the manner in which. each cle- 
ment in this structure reacted with its 
physical and chemical environment. At once 
however, they were faced with the problem 
as to how the structure was produced, and 
was constantly being maintained or repro- 
duced from moment to moment; also as to 
how that constant reproduction was related. 
as it evidently was, to the reactions they oad 
set out to study in physiology, ‘| ¥ could 
only gó a very short way without eneounter- 
ing those questions, in both morphology and 
physiology, so that the division broke down 

OBSERVATION AND EXPERIMENT. 

As no physico-chemical explanation of the 
Inaintenance and reproduction was even re- 
motely conceivable, they must inevitably 
relapse/into vitalism, even if it was veiled, in 
order to fill the gap in both morphology and 
physiology ; or, if they would not have any- 
thing savouring of vitalism, they could oniv 
acknowledge that they were not in sight of 
any scientific explanation—in other words, 
any scientific principle which threw light on 
the phenomena in question. To the physio- 
logis: who approached his subject from the 
biological standpoint his aim was to exhibit 
the phenomena as manifestations of the unity 
of the life of the organism he was dealing 
with. The question he was always putting 
before himself was what the function was of 
the activity he was investigating: and the 
same question was constantly before the 
morphologist as regards structure. The pro- 
blem before the physiologist was to discover 
how apparently isolated or unrelated 
phenomena expressed part of a co-ordinated 
unity.. That could only be discovered by 
observation and experiment, and a physio. 
logist assumed that such discovery “was 
possible. i 
_ It was only possible to give concrete mean- 
ing to that conception of phy slology by con- 
sidering examples of actual progress in 
phystology, and he proceeded to take ..s an 
example the progress in their knowledge of 
the physiology of breathing, a subject to 
which a great part of his experimental work 
as a physiologist had been devoted. _ The 
movements of breathing were, perhaps, the 
most constant and easily visible signs of life 
in all but the very lowest classes of animals ; 
but it was surprising how comparatively recent 
wus most of their knowledge as to how breath- 
ing was co-ordinated with other activities 
and structures in the maintenance of life 
He referred to the experiments of Boyle, 
Mayow, Black, Priestly and Lavoisier, and 
said that their knowledge of the co-ordination 
of breathing had now become íar more 
detailed and exact through continued physio- 
logical investigation. 

lt had been shown comparatively recently 
that the blood and other liquids in the body 
were so constituted that, wheu a given 
quantity of either acid or alkali was addod 
to them only a much smaller change in their 
reaction occurred than if they consisted 
merely of water or a solution ‘of neutral! 
salts. Qn the other hand, however, experi- 
ment showed. that. an extremely minute 
deviation in reaction from normal- caused 
great physiological disturbance. The buffer- 
ing of the blood and other tissues’ thus 
played a very sone E| AM in facilitating 
the control of reaction, though it did “not 
it any way ‘account for the control. The 
control was just. the expression of the fact 
that the body maintained its normal. ye- 
action. 

CHEYNE-STOKES BREATHING. 

Professor Haldane dealt with the part 
played by carbon dioxide, and oxygen ‘in 
breathing. He recalled a very interestine 
form of breathing, first described early last 
century by two Dublin physicians,” Drs. 
Cheyne and Stokes, generally known as 
Cheyne-Stokes breathing. The breathing was 
periodic, gradually dying and stopping com- 
pletely, after which it began again and in- 
creased till it was very vigorous, only to die 
away again. — That form of breathing was 
apt to be produced whenever want of oxygen 
was taking part along with carbc dioxide 
in regulating breathing. 

Pernaps, nothing connected with breathing, 
Said the lecturer, had been more instructive 
than. acclimatisation to high altitudes. At a 
high altitude the pressuve of oxygen in the 
lung air was greatly diminished owing to the 
diminution of atmospheric pressure; and, as 
was first shown by Paul Bert, the whole of 
the characteristic symptoms observed at high 
altitudes were due primarily to consequent de- 
fective saturation of the arterial blood with 
Oxygen. On. going rapidly from. sea level: to 
a height of over 10,000 feet, and staying there 
for a few hours, those symptoms, which in- 
cluded vomiting, headache and great depres- 
sion, were usually very severe, and were 
known as mountain sickness. 
im the course of at most a few days, how- 
ever, during residence at the high altitude, 
and they did not occur at all, even at alti- 
tudes of over 20,000 feet, if the ascent was 
gradual from day te day, as occurred ef 
necessity in the Himalayas. The phenomena 
of acclimatisation and’ acquired immunity 
generaljy illustrated well what, in old- 
fashioned language, would have been -called 
the ‘‘ consensus ” of activities and structures 
in the maintenance -of life. 


' THE REGULATION OF BREATHING. 

The regulation of breathing was something 
very real and very exact. It illustrated the 
fundamental fact that the influence of én- 
vironment on organism and organism on en- 
vironment was so co-ordinated that a specific 
normal of activity and structure was main- 
tained within the organism. When, more- 
over, the compensation of disturbance in one 
direction lead to disturbance in another direc- 
tion, the result was a compromise, with still 
further compensation of a different kind com- 
ing in. Breathing, circulation, excretion and 
other activities were not mere processes 
which went on independently of one another; 
they were so co-ordinated that a normal was 
mentioned, The key to an understanding 
of them, and to how they would vary under 
different conditions, was this fundamental 
fact: Each was performing its function in the 
active maintenance of the whole which they 
called its life; and the idea or hypothesis of 
that unitary whole was, it seemed to him, 
the guiding principle in physiology. 

From a physical and ehemical standpoint 
the development of the exquisitely delicate 
structures and activities which biological 
investigation reveals to us are totally un- 
intelligible, said Dr. Haldane. We just have

Mr. W. P. Bingham, managing director 
of Messrs. J. P. Corry and Co., td., Belfast, 
paid a visit to the Killaloe Sirie Quarry 
works at Nanagh last Tuesday. Mr. Bing- 
ham decided to arrange, if possible, for sup- 
plies for Belfast and the North ot Ireland 
generally. On behalf of his own firm he 
placed an order for fifty tons to be shipoed 
to Belfast immediately. After his visit to 
the quarry Mr. Bingham visited the Shannon 
scheme, He said that the people of Nerthern 
Ireland had no idea that it was such a 
wonderful undertaking. 


COUNTY WEXFORD BEET GROWERS. 

At a meeting of the Co. Wexford Executive 
ol the Beet Growers’ Association, which was 
held in ENNISCORTHY last Wednesday, a 
letter was received from the Central Execu- 
tive at Carlow, stating that the following 
would be the representation of the different 
beet-growing counties on the new Central 
Executive :—Carlow, five members; Queen’s 
County and Kildare, four each; Wexford, 
three; ilkenuy, King’s County, Tipperary, 
Waterford and Louth, one each; Wicklow, 
none. ~ Representation, it was stated, was 
based on the acreage of beet grown in each 
county. The Co. Wexford Committee de- 
cided to submit the following six names to 
n general meeting, to elect three representa- 
tives :-—Messrs. M. M. Roche, M. Doyle, W. 
Chorpe (outgoing), Captain Place, Messrs. 
1. Jacob and D. Roark. The Chairman (Mr. 
M. M. Roche) said that 98 per cent. of the 
Krowers in’ Wexford) were members of the 
Association, but only about 60 per cent. were 
shareholders, Consequently, the Wexford re- 
presentation was reduced this year from four 
to three, although they had as many growers 
as ever, . 

NORTHLAND HOUSE, 

The proposal of the DUNGANNON Board 
of Guardians to purchase Northland House 
and grounds, the property of the Ear! of 
Ranfurly, at the agreed price of £4,500, for 
conversion into a district hospital, has re- 
velved a serious set-back. At the meeting of 
the Dungannon Board of Guardians yester- 
day, Mr. J. K. Erskine, J.P., presiding, a 
letter was read from the Northern Ministry 
of Home .Afisirs, stating that it appeared 
that there Was no legal authority enabling 
the Guardians to proceed with the scheme. 
Mr. P, Slevin said that it was extraordinary 
that the. Ministry allowed the Guardians to 
expend so much money in making out plans 
and specifications in connection with the pro- 
pow hospital. The Clerk said that the 
lospital Committee had recommended that 
a resolution be adopted by the Dungannon 
Rural Council to instruct its solicitors to take 
all necessary steps on behalf of the Council 
with the object of continiing the negotia- 
tions jor the purchase of Northland House 
and lands, and to complete the purchase on 
the terms already arranged between Lord 
Ranfwiiy and the Dungannon Board of 
Guardians. Subsequently at a meeting of the 
Rural District Council the resolution was 
unanimously agreed to.

We can also look @back at the history of 
physiology as a record of continuous progress 
in the direction of knowledge of how life 
se itself. 

‘he physical and chemical description of 
respiratory and other activity, so far as we 
are able to carry it, is only preliminary work. 
Physiology is always searching for and find- 
ing x deeper and more thorough description, 
into which the preliminary description is 
taken up ‘and thereby transformed; and the 
more accurate the preliminary description 
the better will be the physiological -descrip- 
tron, 

THE PROGRESS OF PHYSIOLOGY. 

In the history of physiology we find 
numerous instances of the manner in which 
inexact physical or chamical description has 
led to impossible mechanistic or vitalistic 
interpretations of what neither physico- 
chemical nor vitalistic theories are otpuble of 
irterpreting.. I was taught physiology at a 
time when attempts at a mechanistic inter- 
pretation of dife were general. To regard 
eilher physiological activity or organic struc- 
ture from a functional standpoint was not 
considered scientific. _It seems to me that 
the result of this was to impede the pro- 
cress of physiology and to make it appear 
to students of medicine a subject with com- 
paratively little bearing on their future work. 

Without, for instance, a knowledge of how 
breathing is regulated fanctionally, they 
could put such information as they received 
to very little practical use in interpreting 
symptoms or devising treatment, To take

The gold medal and 96 marks were awarded 
to Paul Sythes, Belfast; the silver medal and 
91 marks, to Hazel de Courcy, Dublin, and 
bronze medals and 86 marks each to Arthur 
Short, Dublin, and Dorothy Crone,Bangor. 

“A very interesting class,” Mr. Wynn 
Reeves said, in adjudicating. ‘‘ The standard 
might be considered high. One curious thing 
was the variety of opinion as to how Vivaldi 
should La played, One performer made it a 
sort of romance, putting an immense amount 
of emotion into it, which was quite out of 
place, Generally speaking, wrists were too 
stiff ; intonation was fair, as a whole--in some 
cases very good; quality of tone all round 
was quite pleasant.” 

ELOCUTION., 

The silver medal for elocution, to be com- 
peted for by girls under sixteen and over 
fourteen years of age, was won by Heléne 1. 
Smith, with 169 marks; Laura Gill, 2nd, got 
167 marks, and Esta M‘Master, Holywood, 
ásd. 166 marks. ‘Test pieces-——‘‘ Laugh and 
be Merry’’ (Masefield) and “ King David ”’ 
(Walter de la Mare). 

Mrs. Matthey described this as a very 
close competition. The first prize winner, 
she said, gave a beautifully spoken interpre- 
tation of the first poem; in the second poem 
the strain of sadness was almost overwhelm- 
ing. The second prize winner had a good 
sense of the Jines and their beauty. She did 
not try to force the feeling in the second 
piece. The third prize winner insisted too 
much on the merriment in ‘‘ Laugh and be 
Merry ’’; the second poem was beautifully 
spoken: ‘‘she is a born speaker.” 

The first prize winners in the duet for two 
violins were Joseph O'Doherty and Frank 
Flanagan, Londonderry, 94 marks. Second 
Place went to Eileen Woods and Posy 
Shreider, Dublin, 92 marks, and third place 
to Peggy McCleery and Meta Wilson, 88 
marks. 

The test piece was “ Nine Fantasies,’’ Nos. 
4 and 5 (Thomas Morley, arr. Fellowes). 
Lhere were five entries. 

“1 am delighted to see so many entries,’ 
Mr. Wynn Reeves said. ‘‘ This is a most 
important branch of violin study: it teaches 
the art of listening to one another, under- 
standing of what true intonation is, and of 
the need to sink one’s individuality to pro- 
duce the best possible result for both.” 

“A TRAIL OF BEAUTY.” 

In the elocution class for boys over ten 
years and under twelve, Fred. Grant won 
first place, silver medal and 165 marks; Tom 
Johnson second, silver medal and 164 marks; 
third; Denis Brown, bronze medal and 163 
marks. The test pieces were—‘‘ The Song 
of the Bow” (Conan Doyle) and ‘‘ The 
Splendour Falls on Castle Walls’’ (Tennyson). 

The first prize-winner, Mrs. Matthay said, 
carried the song along well from verse to 
verse, with no break in the meaning. The 
second successful candidate was a careful 
speaker, and left a trail of beauty behind 
him. He showed imagination and a love of 
words. His rendering of the march was a 
little too slow. Dennis Brown’s rhythm, in 
the beginning of the first poem, was too slow, 
but it improved as he went on. . Jn the 
second poem he showed eagerness and an 
effort to get shades of meaning, but spoke 
too loudly. 3 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 

In Class 64, Senior Violin Solo, the test 
pieces were Mozart’s ‘‘ Concerto in E fiat,’’ 
tirst movement, and a piece to read at sight. 
there were twelve entries. Posy Shreider, 
Dublin, won the goid medal and 100 marks 
out of a possible 110. Eileen Woods, Dublin, 
won the silver medal and 99 marks. Joan 
Trimble, Enniskillen, got 93 marks, but was 
not qualiiied to receive the bronze medal, as 
she had won second place in the same com- 
petition last year, The third prize, accord- 
ingly, was given to Peggy McCleery, who 
got 90 marks. 

The {i st prize winner, Mr. Wynn Reeves

HOSPITALS AND SWEEPSTAKES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Stn,—May I express what I believe is the 

practically unanimous conviction of the 

members of my Church in Saorstat Eireann 
regarding the bill now before the Dail for 
the legalisation of sweepstakes in support of 
our hospitals—namely, that the passage of 
the bill into law would be a grave national 
disaster? . Is it te be admitted that the State 
has any right, even for so noble a purpose, 
to give its sauction to a proposal admittedly 
perilous to the national character? To try 
to justify, as some have done, State approval 
for huge gambling operations- by referring to 
rafling in money-raising operations - by 
churches and charities is surely rather beside 
the question. An apes | number cf 
churches and charities are abandoning all 
forms of gambling in their sales and enter- 
tainments, and many of us. without being 
ultra-puritanical, would be glad to see that 
position adopted everywhere. Meanwhile, we 
cannot ignore the immense distance between 
these charitable efforts of private citizens 
and the impressive wnprimatur of the legis- 
lature upon gambling. As it is, the raffling, 
in most instances, is more in the nature of 

a joke than a serious undertaking for the 

purpose of getting money or goods through 

a lottery. ; 

I have had the privilege of serving for 
some vears, until recently, on the Central 
Savings Committee. The success of that 
Committee's work in the promotion of 
national thrift has been really splendid—far 
beyond what the general public think. By 
calling into existence the Savings Committee, 
the State placed itself at the head of a great 
national movement for the training of our 
eople in the practice of judicious saving. 
Now the State is being requested to adopt a 
proposal which will, to a large extent, 
neutralise its call to thrift. á 

All this, of course, is only one side oí the 
problem before our people. How are our 
great hospitals to meet the urgent need for 
immediate increase in their incomes and for 
the wiping out of debt? As a former member 
for many years of a hospital committee, I 
can urge the extension of the movement tor 
trade contributions and trade representation 
on governing bodies. If all the persons in 
the Jong queues outside the picture houses 
were to put a modest gga eer gy Bet & for 
one year—in a receptacle placed beside the 
box-office for the redaction of hospital debts, 
the result might astonish us all, As regards 
the Hospital Sunday Fund, I, as an old sub- 
scriber, would suggest an urgent and 
informative appeal to our Church people to 
make their subscriptions as nearly as possible 
double what in the past they have been 
accustomed to give. 1 have sufficient faith 
in the generosity of Sunday Fund contri- 
butors to believe in the success of such an 
appeal. 

PWe are, in this city, inheritors of a number 
of hospitals unusual in proportion to the 
population. ‘this is an inheritance due to 
the magnanimity of founders in past genera- 
tions, but it unquestionably increases the 
burden of hospital maintenance now. <Amal- 
camation is a big question, with which | am 
not competent to deal, but it awaits the 
expert examination of hospital committees 
and their medical staffs. May 1 add a word 
of gratitude to you for your impressive lead- 
ing article of the 26th instant, to His Grace 
Dr. Gregg for his very important pronounce- 
ment on Sunday last, and to President 
Cosgrave and the deputies who voted with

Conceive the dismay of the applicant, who 
left. the sixth standard of the national school 
thirty-five years ago, when he finds himself 
called upon to fill in nine documents requiring 
between fifty and sixty entries, every one of 
which has to be made in accordance with the 
printed instructions of the document. 
Fortunately, the claimant has secured employ- 
ment in the meantime, or the undertaking >f 
the preliminaries to the claim for insurance 
benefit would. in all probability, have driven 
him mad. Surely this is an excellent example 
of the unconscious folly of well-meaning

TRADE UNIONS AND 
HOSPITALS. 
WHAT THEY ARE DOING 
IN DUBLIN, 


—_ ,—— 


In the article on the Dublin hospitals con 
tributed to the /rish Times by a medical 
correspondent on Wednescay last, it was sug 
gested that a further source & f revenue would 
be the development of the system ot wee ly 
contributions by members of trade unions and 
other workmen’s associations of the city. 

An Irish Times representative made 
inquiries yesterday as to what the trade unions | 
of the city are doing for the hospitals, and 
he learnt that for the six months ending on 
the 31st of last January they contributed a 
sum of £385 10s. to the hospitals 

Dr. Horace Law, who, lor ovel 31x years 
has keenly interested himself in developing 
this particular source of revenue, and who is 
hon. secretarv to the Board of Governors ol 
the Associated Dublin Clinical Hospitals, who 
manage this scheme, stated that there were 
nine trade unions regularly subscribing to the 
scheme. The sum of £385 10s., which they 
contributed during the last half year was dis 
tributed to ten city hospitals, to which mem 
hers of the trade unions and their dependents 
were sent for treatment. 

It was only right, said Dr. Law, that these 
particular trade unions should receive credit 
for what they had done, and their efforts: on 
behalf of the hospitals were much appre 
ciated. 


DUPLIN AT A DISADVANTAGE. 
The system of weekly contributions from 
workers, he pointed out, was very difficult to’ 
organise in Dublin, where. the employés who 
would be entitled to benefits of. sveh'a sclrenre 
were few in any establishment.” In Belfast 
Newcastle .on-Tyne, Sheffield- and other cities 
where there were large works, employing 
thousands of hands; it was.a simple: mattovr 
for the pay clerk in every establishment to 


worker's pay, which, wen totalled, came to-a 
big sum. 

The hope of development of such a scheme 
in Dublin was in every trade union or work- 
men’s organisation coming into the scheme. 

If that were achieved the hospitals of Dublin 
would be greatly helped. . 

The nine unions at present in the scheme 

contribute for every member fonr shillings 
r year, and if every worker in Dublin con- 

tributed a like sum # very substantial income 

would be raised for tlie hospitals.
